He said this treatment is 
applied to "major generals as well as privates" and there is no doubt 
in his mind that a goodly number of these people are well aware of 
where the training was taking place. Action: The Director asked 
DD/P to look into this problem. 


MR. DULLES: 


Noted he was extremely concerned over the reports being 
received from the Congo about the possibility of a "mass massacre" 
of the Whites in this area, and directed that all of the Agency's 
facilities be alerted to report any and all information obtained on this 
matter. He said there is no doubt in his mind that if such a thing did 
take place, the Agency would be the first to be blamed for not obtaining 
information on this situation.
